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On the Art of Prescribing Medicinés, 


} INDEPENDENT of the knowledge of diseases, and the treatment 
of them, much of the success of the practitioner depends on circumstances con-' 
nected altogether with the form in which the remedies are exhibited. In pre= 
scribing a medicine, even the best calculated to fulfil the object of the practitioner, 
it is necessary to consider tie age, sex, temperament, habits, and idiosyneracy of 
the patient before the dose can-be properly apportioned ; and, as faras the medi- 
cine itself is regarded, the most convenient and agreeable form of exhibiting it, 
whetker it should be given alone, or combined with other ingredients; and how 
far these are likely to impede, modify, or facilitate its’operatiou. * An attention to 
these circumstances is absolutely requisite to sl ent the errors | Which too fre= 
quently occur in forming a prescription, > $ 

Circumstances connected witit the ‘patient’ 8 age.—Here it most bis observed 
that the dose of the medicines described inthe foregoing pages, are those princi~ 
pally edapted for an adult ; but, as in the two extremes of life, childhood and old 
age, the body 1s weaker, and in early youth more susceptibie of all impressions 5 
these_quantities cannot be administered with safety in every, Case, and hence the. 
jadgment of the prescriber must be exercised under ordinary cireufastances. 

Sex.—Although some women possess ws much bodily strength and vigour of 
Constitution as the majority of men; yet, the general greater delicacy and sensie’ 
bility of the female frame, at every period of life, require not only caution in ape 
portioning the doses of active medicines, which should be less than those ordered 
fur men of the same age; but the medicines themselves should be such’ as are’ 
likely to fulfil the indications reqnired without much violence. The state of the 
uterine system likewise, mast not be overlocked ia prescribing fora female. Thus 
the employment of aloetic and drastic purgatives, e¢imehona bark, sulphuric achly 
and: astringents, should be suspended during the period of.the-catamenia. 

» Temperament.—1t is undoubtedly true, that persons ef different temperaments, or 
original conformations of body are diflerenily aflected by theoperation of medicine 5’ 
Stimulants more readily affect those of a saugaine temperament than those of a 
phiegmatic ; and the, efore, smaller doses are required. In the phlegmatic, also, 
the bowels are generally torpid, and require both a description of purgatives, and 
such doses of them, to excite the proper peristaltic motion as would induce either 
visceral inflammation, or he followed by an alarming stste of debility, were they 
administered to those of a saiguine temperament, Hence the necessity of attend- 
ing to this cireumstance in prescribing. 

4 Habits—Have a considerable influence in modifving the operation of medicine 
orsons addicted tu the use ef Spurits, narcoucs, and other stimulants, ar: 
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‘ 
less easily excited both by medicinal stimulants and narcotics ; and the knowledge 
of the habits of:a patient as far as the exhibition of pargs tives is concerned, is abe 
solutely necessary for the prescriber, many people being in the almost daily habit 
of taking this class of remedies without consulting a medical practitioner. In the 
first of these cases, larger doses of stimulants and narcotics are required to pro- 
duce the ordinary effects of these remedies; but in the second a change of the 
purgative usually taken will generally be suflicient. In the employment of medi- 
eines, also, which require to be long continued the beneficial effect is soon lost if 
the doses be not increased. 
_ Idiosyneracy —Many persons have a peculiarity of inion shconnenten 
with temperament, which renders t'em liable to be effeeted by subsianees taken 
either iu the form, of food, or of medicine, in a’ mauner different from the majority 
of mankind ; such ‘a state can be discovered only by accident or by time; but when 
it is known, it must be attended to by the practitioner. Instances in which opium 
proves deleterious, in every form and dose, are not unfreqnent : also, persons in 
whom the smallest dose of squill excited an erythematic eruption over the whole 
beds, and many examples of a similar kind might be quoted. But, besides these 
guides in forming a ee bee the choice of the medicine must occasionally de- 
pead on the circumstance of ihe patient being-more or less immediately under the 
eye of the prescriber, Thus, i’ the patient can be seen everyday, or frequently, by 
the practitioner, the most active niedicine which the nature of the case requires 
sould be chosen; but if he capnot be frequenily seen, or is not resident in the 
same place, the practitioner should choose a remedy of the same class, but less 
Likely to have, a sudden or violent effect, . Thus in prescribing for ascites nnder 
gach circumstances, squill or acetate of potash, or supertartrate of potash must be 
preiered to elaterium; -for intermittent fever, cinchonae: bark to the arsenical 
solution, and so in other cases. 
Of the form and composition of extemporaneons prescriptions.—In every pre- 
_ scription simplicity should be kept in'view,,and when o:e medicine will answer 
the intention of the prescriber it ought to be preferred: The nauseous taste, 
however, and the other qualities of the great majority of drugs, require the addition 
of others to modify their action; but, although medicines are more generally. pre- 
scribed in a compound form, yet the practice of -accumulating a great variety af 
ingredients in one prescription must be avoided. Medicinesiexhibited in the fluid: 
form operate sooner.and with more certainty than in the solid state, but in choosing 
the vehicle or solvent, the taste of ‘the patient ought not to be overlooked.—Thus 
for those {0 » whom. -peppermint water is not disagreeable the nauseous taste of sul- 
phate of. magnesia is more completely concealed by that vehicle than any other ; 
if, cinchona bark, in powder, be ordered, milk effectually covers its taste, proe 
vided the dose be taken the moment it is mixed; and if aloes, the most nauseous 
axticte of the materia medica, be prescribed ina Avia form, asolution of extract of 
Jigaorice renders it by no means unpalatable. Medicines which, when given, alone 
produce griping, require the addition of aromatics to correct that quality, and 
when they operate with violence, mucilages and demulents are sometimes necessary: 
to obtund their acrimony, or narcotics to moderate their action, In prescribing 
purgatives it is also necessary to consider the particular part.of the alimentary 
canal ov which they, more immediately act ; thug, rhubajb acts chiefly on the pylo= 
rus and duodennm, aloes on the rectum, and calomel and jalap on the larger intes~ 
tines. Another reason for ordering medicines in a compound form is the necessity 
of producing two er more effects at the saine time; thus the same dose may be 
required, i in acase of colic for example, to allay pain aad to open the bowels ; or 
in fever, to determine to the surface, toallay irritation, and to produce sleep. But 
in combining medicines, care mnst be taken not to bring together incompatibles, or 
substances that decompose each other, or, chemically area and, aie ome. 
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alter the nature of the mixture, or render it inert, unless the resnlting compound 
be the remedy on whieh the practioner relies. Thus acids and alkalies are incom- 
patible, unless the neutral salt they produce be the remedy required, and astrin- 
gent vegetable infusions and decoctions destroy the emétic and diaphoretic property 
of tartar emetic :—THence the necessity of a knowledge of chemistry to the medical 
practitioner, is >< ne “ ; 

In writiug a prescription, the first object is the principal or most active ingre- 
dients which is called the basis ; the next the adjuvans, or that which is designed 
to promote the action of the basis; the third, the corrigens, or that intended to 
correct or modify its actions ; and the last the vehiculum, or that substance in 
which the more active ingredients are to be exhibited; and which consequently 
gives the formala its peculiar character. It has been usually regarded as a proper 
rule for writing a prescription, to vlace the basis first. and the other articles in 
the form mn which they have been enuwerated 5. but this must depeud on the mode 
best fitted for compounding the medicine. These salts, and ‘other, soluble solids, 
should be placed before the menstruam in which they are to be dissolved, and vola- 
tue sabstances should always be placed last as they are necessarily the last ingre- 
dients added in the manipulation of the compound. Finally, the names of each in- 
gredient should be written at full length in a legible hand, and the symbols 
of the quantities distinctly marked ; and no prescription should pass from the hand 
of the prescriber without being deliberately read over, and its correctness ascer-

An Explanation of the Common Chemical Terns, 
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Priform tinids, this term is applied to denote any substance that i$ invisible and 
permanently elastic.-See Gas. 

Aflinity chemical, a term tised to eXpress that peculiar propensity which different 
Species of matter have to unite with each other, or with portions of niatter of 
their own svecies. 

Aggregates, substances whose parts are united by cohesive and net by chemical at- 
traction, 

Alloys, a combination of any two metals except merenry is called alloy. Thus 
gold is alloyed either with silver er copper, for the pw: poses of coinage. 

Amalgam, a combination or mixture of mercury with any other metal is called an 
amalgam. ! 

Ammoniacal salts, salts formed by the union of an union of an acid with amnme- 
nica, or volatile alkali. 

Analysis, the re solution of a substance into its constitutional parts for the pur- 
pose of examination. 

Annealing, the part of rendering substances tough which are naturally hard and 
brittle. Glass and iran are annealed by gradual cooling ; brass and copper by 
heating and then suddenly plunging them in cold water. 

Areometer, a graduated glass instrument with a bulb by which the specific gravity 
of liquids is as certained. 

Argillaceous, a term descriptive, af that class of stones and earthy matters in which 
clay or alumine abounds. 

Atmospheres. We use this term to express the degree of additional pressure 
given to the fluids ; thas, if in order to impregnate water with any of the gases. 
I give it a pressure of J5lbs. upon every square inch of surface, I am said te 
give it one atmosphere ; if 30lbs. two atmospheres, &c. &e. 

Attraction, chemical attraction js a term synonymous with aflinity ; which see,

Barometer, an instrument which shows the variation of the pressure of the atmog-

Baths, vessels for distillation or digestion contrived to transmit heat gradually and 
regularly.

In Jarge works iron 
plates are ased instead of vessels of capacity. They are dften called sand. heats, 
fater, vessels of boiling water in which other vessels containing the matters to. 
be distilled or digested are placed, in order that the same heat may be kept up 
throughout the whole of any particular process. 

Bith, salt water, a saturated solution of m iriate.of soda, first used In this country 
for the purposes of pharmacy, and which is capable of receiving a higher tempe- 
rature than cominon water, is very useful in. many Chemical operations, 

Bitumen, a generic term applied to a variety of fossil mflammable substances, 

Blow-pipe, an instrament to increase and direct the flame of a lamp for the anal y- 
sis of minerals, and for other chemical vperations, | 

Bolt bead, a round chemical yessel with a long neck usaally employed for diges- 
lioms ; itis also called a mattrass. 

Batton, a name given to the small round piece of metal which is found at the botto-n 
of a crucible after a metallic ore, or an Oxide of metal has been reduced.

Calkcareous, a chemical term formerly appNed to describe chalk, marble, and alf- 
combinations. of lime with carbonic acid. 

Caleination, the application of heat to saline, metallic, or other substances, so re- 
gulated as to deprive them of moisture, gc. and yet preserve.them in a pulve- 
rulent fonn. 

Calarimeter, on instrament for ascertaining the quantity of calacic disengaged from 
any substance that may be the object of experiment. 

Capillary, a term usually applied to the rise of the sap o yegctales, or the rise of 
any tluid in very stall tubes, owing to a peouliar kind ol attraction, called capil- 
lary attraction. 

Capsules, small! saucers of clay for roasting samples of ores, and for smelting them 
to ascertain their value. 

Caput-mortuam, a term signifying dead-head, being that whieh remains ina re- 
tort after distillation to dryness. See Residaum, which is the modern term. 
Carburets, compound substances of which carbon forms one of the coustituent 
parts; thus pluinbago which is composed of carbon and iron is called carburet 

of iron, 

Causticity, that quality in certain substances by which they burn or corrode ani- 
mal bodies to which they are applied. It is best explained by the doctrine of 

_ chemical atlinity. 

Chalybeate, a term descri; tive of those mineral waters which arc impregnated with. 
iron 

Coal, a term ayplied to the residuum of any dry distillation of animal or vegetable 
matters. 

Cohesion. a force inherent in all the particles of all substances, eXcepting light and 
caloric which prevents bodies from falling in pieces. See attinity. 

Combination, aterm expressive of a true chemical union of two or more substances, 

in opposition to nere mechanical mixture. 

Comminuution, the reduction of bard bodies into small particles. By this process 
the heaviest substances may be made to float in the lightest fluids. 

Concentration, the act of increasing the specific gravity of bodies. The term is 
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iisually applied to fluids which are rendered stronger by evaporating a portion of 
the water which they contain. 

Condensation, the act uf bringing the component parts of vapours, or gas, nearer 
together by pressure, and aqueous vapour by the subtraction of caloric, till it is 
converted into water. 

Crucibles, vessels of indispensable use in chemistry in the various operations of 
fusion by heat. They are made various forms of baked earth, or metal. ; 

Crystallization, an operation of natare in which various earths, salts and metallic 
substances pass from a fluid te a solid state assuming certain determinate geo- 
metrical figures. 

Water of—tHat portion which is combined with salts in the act of crystallizing, 
and becomes a component part of such saline substances. 

Cupel, a vessel made of calcined bones, mixed with a small proportion of clay and 
water. It is used whenever gold and silver are refized by melting them with 
lead. he process is called cupellation.

Decomposition, the separation of the constituent principles of compound bodies by 
chemical means. 

Decrepitation, the sudden Gecomposition of salts attended with a érackling noise 
when thrown into a red hot crucrble, or in an open fire. 

Deffagration, thé vivid combustion that is produced whenever nitre, mixed with 
an inflammable substance, is eXposed to ared heat. 

Deliquescence of solid saline bodies, signifies their becoming moist or liqnid by 
means of water which they absorb from the waneaphene § in consequence of their 
great attraction fer that fluid. : 

Deliquium, in the state of potash or any deliquescent salt when it has so far deli- 
quesced by exposure to.the air as to have become a liquid. 

Deoxidize (formerly deoxidate), to deprive a body of oxygen. 

Dephiegmation, is the act of separating the water from chemical liquors. 

Depuration, the purging or separating any liquid ina state of purity from its faeces 
or lees 

Detonation, an explosion with noise. It is most commonly applied to the explosion 
of nitre when thrown upon heated charcoal. 

Digestion, the effect produced by the soaking of a solid substance in a liquid with 
the application of heat. 

Digester Papin’s, a close strong vessel generally made of iron, in which anima! 
bones and other substances may be exposéd in water toa degree of heat saflicient 
to reduce them to a pulp or gelly eXpcditiously. 

Distillation, a process for separating the volatile or fluid part of a substance from 
the more fixed and preserving them both in a state of separation. 

Ducetility, a quality of certain bodies particularly some of the metals, in consequence 
of which they may be drawn out toa certain length withoat fracture. 

Dulcification, the combination of mineral acids with alcohol; thus we have dulci, 
fied spirit of nitre, dulcified spirit of vitrio!, &c.

Ethers, volatile liquids formed by the distillation of some of the acids with 
alcuhol 

Endiometer, an instrament invented by Dr. Priestley for detei mining the purity af 
atmospheric air. The science of investigating the different kinds of gases is 
called eudiometry. 

Expression, a term used in pharmacy, denoting the act of forcing out the juices and 
oils of plants by means of a préss. By a similar term the eXpre ssed dre distin- 
guished from the essential oils. 

Exsiccation, the act of drying moist bodies.

Fermentation, a pecaliar spontaneous motion which takes place in all vegetable 
matier when expésed for a certain timé to’ a proper degree of temperature. 

Filtration, a chemical process for the dépuration of Kquid substance ; bibalous 
paper supported by a funnel iscommonly made use of, but torn clear and expen- 
sive liquors chemists generally usé alittle catd-d cotton lighdy pressed into tke 
tube of a glass funnel. . 

Flowers, in chemical language, are solid dcy substances procured by sublimation, 
thus we have fiowers of sai ammeniac, of salphur, &c. which are arsenic, sal am- 
moniac, and sulphur unaltered, eXcept in appearance. 

Flax, a snbstance which is mixed with meiallic ores or other bodies to promote

Fossil, See mineral with which itis synonymous. 

Fulmimation, thundering, or explosion withrnovse. We have fulminating silver, ful-

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Hepar, the name formerly given to the combination of sulphur with alkali. tis

Residuam, what is left in a pot, or retort after the more valuable part has been 
drawn off..

Test papers, papers impregnated with certain chemical re-agents, such as litmus, 
turmeric, radish, &c. They are used to dip into fluids to aseertain by a change 
of colours the presence of acids or alkalres. 

Thermometes, an instrument fo shew the relative heat of bodies. 

Tuiorium, a vessel used for the separation of two ildids which are of different dene 
sities.

Abdomen, the beily. 

Abdominal Hernia, a tamour situated on the external part of the abdomen, ari- 
sing from the protrusion of any part of the viscera. 

Abdaminal Ring, inguinal ring, annulus abdominalus, an oblong opening in both 
groins through which the edehmsiie cord of men, and round the hgament of 
the uterus of women pass. 

Abducent Nerves, nervi abducentis, the sixth pair of nerves are so called because 
thew go to the abducent vr rectus externus muscles 

Abluents, to wash away; abstergents, medicmes which were formerly supposed to 
cleanse and purify the blood. 

Abortives, medicines capable of occasioning an abortion or miscarriage in pregnant 
women. 

Abscess, from ab and cedo, to retire, apostema, impestume, or collection of pus 
in the cellular adiposa membrana. 

Absorbents, from ehsorbeo, to suck up, medicines which have no acrimony in them- 
selves, and destroy acidity in the stomach and bowels. 

Absorbent vessels, a system of small delicate transparent vessels, that absorb andl 
carry a fluid to the thoracic duct ; which is their trunk of termmation ; they are 
divided into lacteals and lymphatics. 

Abstergents, from abstergo to cleanse away, or any applications that cleanse or 
clear away foulness. 

Abstraction, a term employed by chemists in the process of humid distillation te 
signify that the fluid is drawn off from the solid body which it has dissolved 

Acetates, salts formed with the union of acetic acid with different bases 

Acids, are defined by modern chemists to be salts of a sour taste, changing the 
blue color of various vegetable pigments to a red. 

Aconstics, remedies which are employed to restore the sense of hearing wher 
wanting or diminished. 
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Adeps, fat, an oily secretion from the blood into the cells of the cellular mem. 
brane. 

Adiposa Membrana, the fat collection, the cells of the cellular membrane, 

Abstringents, from ad and stringo to bind, are those substances which have a power

Angina Pectoris, an extremely dangerous disease which seizes those that are 
subject toit when walking, with a ‘painful sensation in the breast; threateniug 
immediate suffocation, and often inducing syncope; but the moment they stand 
still all the sensations vanishes: a few months after the disease has taken place 
the fits will not cease instantaseously on standing still, they take place in almost 
all situations, sitting on a bed as well as when welking. The duration of the 
paroxysms is various, at first i; goes off on standing still, it then continues for 
some time accompanied with great palpitntion of the heart, and at last it dose 
not leave the patient for some tours; it frequently happens that persons die 
soon after the attack; but cases are related where it induced other diseases 
which terminated in lingeriag illnvess. In all cases the seat of pain is about the 
sternum and Heart, and very frequently there is a fixed pain in the left arm near 
the insertion of the muscle. The proximate cause of this disease is not known , 
ossification of the coronary arteris of the heart and accumulation of fat about 
that organ, the mediastinum pericardium and draphragm have been observed in 
those who have died unter this disease. :

Nor are.marble-mortars.aliogether.free from objection on account of the calcareous 
particles which form their basis. If these be used in the combination of some medicines, 
when a minera! or vegetable acid as meant to be predomnant, we shail frequently Jind 
the acid completely. neu ralized by an admixture of the component parts of the marble.

2.—The plans above recominended are to be used for three or four hours; it is 
an absurd and vulgar opinion to snp,ose persons irrecoverable because life does 
aot soon make its appearance.

RULES TO PREVENT INFECTIOUS FEVERS, 


1. As safety from danger entirely depends on cleanliness and fresh air, the 
chamber door of a patient ill of a» infectious fever, especially in the habitations of, 
ihe poor, should never be shut, a window in it ought to be opened during the day, 
and frequently dnring the night; such regulations would be highly useful both to 
the patient and nurses, but are particularly impo: tant previous to the arrival of any 
visitor. 

2. The bed curtains should never be close drawn round the patient, bat only on 
the side next the light, so as to shade the face. ~ 

3. Dirty clothes, utensils, &c. should be frequently changed, immediately im- 
mersed in cold water, and washed clean when taken oat of it. 

‘4. All discharges from the patient should be instantly removed, the floor near 
the patients bed should be rubbed clean cyery day with a wet mop or cloth. 
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§. The airin a sick room has at the same time a more infectious quality in Some 
parts.o: it than others, visitors and attendants should avoid the current of the 
paticnts’ breath, the air which ascends from his body, especially if the bed curtains 
be closed, and the vapours arising from all evacuations. When medical or other 
duties require a visitor or nurse to be placed in these situations of danger, infection 
way be frequently prevented by a temporary suspension of respiration. 

6. Visitors sheald not go into an infectious chamber with an empty stomach, and 
in doubtfal circumstances, on coming ont they sould blow from the nose, and spit 
from the mouth, al infectious poison which may have been drawn in by the breath, 
and may adhere to those passages. 


CLOSE-STOOL. 


Mode cf suppressing the foetid exhalation arising from the above vessels in a 
sick 100m, especially daring the night :—Take ferr. vitriol 3 oz, or 4, dissolve it 
in half-a gallon of boding water, and when cold pour a quart of it on the faeces im- 
mediately upon each stool, in this simple manner the most unpleasant stench will be 
effectually neutralized, a circutustance of great importance in putrid and malignant 
fevers.

TO. DETECT ARSENIC. 


Arsenic is easily discovered by throwing it in the fire; white smoke, and the 
garlick smell, discovering it; if from misfortune or accident any person should 
swallow any, the following is said to be a direct antidote .—Take kali vitr alias sul- 
phas potassa 1 dr., dissolve in aqna pura 2lb, the whole to be taken at three or 
four draughts ; the sulphur mecicines with the arsenic, and destroys its noxious 
quality ; a delicate test is, that it will change the blue colour of the liquor, capii 
ammoniati, into green. 


PRUSSIC OR HYDROCYANIC ACID. 


{ndispensible to use no other but distilled water in all prescriptions, having the 
prussic or medicinal bydroeyanic acid, or decomposition of the acid, will take 
place; the following caution should be added to every receipe :—Excipiantar 
preperationes, cum acido hydrocyanico Jagnucalis vitrets crystallino obturacule 
munites, et charta nigri cante circumplexis. 


TEST TO DISCOVER [F WINE IS ADULDERATED. 


Take 1 dr. of liver of sulptiur, (sulphuret of potass) powdered chrystals of tarter 
2 drs tobe mixed in 2 oz. of cistilled water, till it be completely saturated with 
hepatic air salpkurated hydrogen gas, a mixture of salphar and inflammable 
air the liquid is then to be filtered through blotting paper, and kept in a close 
_stopped bottle; from 10 to 20 drops of this liquid te be dropped in a small glass 
filled with wine that is suspected to be adulterated, if the wine turn only thick with 
white clouds, and deposits no other but a white sediment, we may be certain it con- 
tains no metallic ingredients whatever, but if it turn black or even aark, if it 
color approach that of a dark red, if it have first a sweet and then an estringent 
taste, it is certainly adulterated with sugar of lead, or some other preparation of 
that metal equally fatal; if, however, the dark color be of a bluish cast, not unlike 
pale ink, we may suspect the wine t> contain iron in its composition; if the wine 
be impregnated with copper or verdigris it will deposit 2 sediment of a blackish grey 
color. This experiment ought te be made with a fresh prepared test, and in the 
open air.

¥s a pleasant solution of essential oils and camphor in Vinegar ;—the Edinburgh 
pharmacopaia has given a formula for its preparation, under the title « acetum aro-« 
maticum.” Therépaie of this preparation as a prophylactic in contagions fevers, 
is said to have arisen from the confession of four thieves. who, during the plague of 
Marseilles, plundered the dead bodiés with perfect security, and who upon being 
arrested stated on condition of their being spared, that the use of aromatic Vinegar 
had preserved them from the inflaence of contagien, jt is on this account sometimes 
called “le vinaigre des quatre voleurs,” the French codex hiasa preparation of this 
kind consisting of an acetic infusion of various aromatic herbs and camphor, which 
is termed “acetum aromaticum alliatum seu,” antisepticum, vulgo “ des quatre 
voleurs.” 

ELIXIR or VITRIOX,: 


The preparation sold under this name is the acid sulph. arom. e. and is imper- 
fectly aetherial in its nature. It is a grateful medicine, a Spurious article is often 
sold for it, which is nothing but the diluted acid colonred by the addition of a 
tincture. 


Dr. SMELLOME’s OINTMENT ror TRE EYES, 


It consists of half a drachm of verdigris, finely powdered and rubbed with oil, 
and then mixed with an ounce of yellow basilicon.

This preparation is a solation of nitrate of silver thickened with sap green, or 
cochinesl. The preparing liquid, with which the linen to be marked is previously 
wetted, is a solation of soda, boiled with gum, or some animal mucilige. Itis a 
curious circumstance that if potass be used for this purpose the marking ink 


will run. 
PLUNKETT's CINTMENT. 


Consists of arsenious acid, sulphur, and the powdered flowers of the ranunculus 
flammula, and-cotilla faetida livigated and made into a paste with the white of 
an egg.

it will be found to be little else then common Glauber’s salts. This fact has Been 
confirmed by tho eXperiments of, Mr. Richard Pidllids (Annals of Philosophy, 
No. Ixi. } who observes that the “real Cheltenham salts contain no chalybeate pre- 
perty,” butare merely sulphate of sodas, taixed with a minute quantity of soda, 
and a very small portion of ;common salt.” It could not be. imagined that the 
salt should contain oxide.of iron even ina state mixtare, much Jess in, combina-° 
tion for carbonate of iron <is readily decompased by ebullition, and the oxide of 
iron is precipitated before the salt can be crystallized.

I recommend this 
medicine to practitioners, and heads of families, as a safe and efficacious alterative, 
for the making of which Dr. Portal gives the following recipe :—Take of gentian

Anoiher Invisible green ink--Dissolve zaffre in powder in aqua-regia for 24 hrs* 
pou the liquor off, add the same quantity of common water, and keep it in a bottle 
well corked: This ink will not be visible till exposed to the fire or the sun, and 
will again be invisible when it becomes cold. 


Invisible violet int—Express the juice of lemons and keep it in a bottle well 
corked, use the violet infasion to make the writing visible. 


Invisible grey ink.—-Mix alum with lemon juice, the letters written with this 
ink will be:invisible till dipped in the water. 


The silver tree.—Dissolve an ounce of fine silver in 3 ounces of strong aqua- 
fortis ina glas§ bottle, when the silver is dissolved pour the aqua fortis into aao- 
ther glass vessel, (a decanter will be best) with 7 or 8 ozs. of mercury, to which 
add a quart of common water, to the whole add your dissolved silver and Jet if re- 
main untouched. tn a few days the mercury will appear cov ered with a nuinber 
of little branches of a silver color, this appearance will increase for a month or two 
and will remain after the mercury is entirely dissolved. 


Zinc or lead irce.-A more modern invention, and an easier method by far than the 
above is the following : To a piece of zinc fasten a wire crooked in the form of 
the worm of a still, let the other end of the wire be thrust throagh a cork, you 
then pour spring Water into a phial, or decanter, to which you add a ‘small quantity. 
of sugar of lead, thrust the zinc into the bottle and with the cork at the end’ of the 
wire, fastensit up, in a few ee sy tree will begin to grow, and produce a most 
beautiful effect. 


Tiluminated wr iting.— It is well known that if any words are written on a wall, 
with solid phosphorus, the writing will appear’as if on-fire, but it is necessary to 
give this caution, lest accidents should occur, one of which happened ‘a short time 
since, in Sidmouth, weich nearly proved fatal to a young man of that place, from 
his incavtiously having bought some of a druggist, who, from ignorance, instead of 
delivering it to him immersed in water, in a vial, gave it wrapped up in paper, 
which he put into His pocket, but, fortunately for him, he soon discovered its dan- 
gerous tendency, though not before his clothes, hands, &«. were most creadfully 
barnt: In using it, let a cup of water alw ays near you, and do not keep it more 
than a minute and balf in your hand, for fear the warmth of your hand should set 
it on fire. When you have written ‘a few/words with it put the phosphorus into 
the cup of water, and let it stay a little 40 eool, then take it out and write with 
it again. 


A Lamp that will burn 12° months without replenishing.—Take a stick of phos- 
phorus, and put into a large dry phial, not corked, and it will afford alight suffi- 
cient to discern any object in a room, when held near it, the phial should be kept 
in a cuvol place where there is no great-current of air, and it will continue its lumi- 
nous appearance for more than 12 months. 


Fulminating gold—Put into a small long necked bottle, resting on alittle sand, one 
part of fine gold filings, and three parts of aqua regia (nitro muriatic acid.) 
When the goldis dissolved poar the solution into a glass, and add five or six times 
the quantity of water, then take spirits of sal ammoniac or oil of tartar, and pout 
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t drop by drop into the solution until the gold i is entirely precipitated tothe bob 
tom of the glass. Decaut the liquor that swims at the top by inclining the glass” 
and having washed it several times in warm water, dry it at a moderate heat, plac- 
ing it on paper capable of absorbing all the moisture. If a grain of this powd er, 
put into a spoon, (itshould beaniron one) be exposed to the flame of a candle, 
it will explode with a very loud report.

Mustard—ts adalterating by adding 7 pounds of warm flour, to 2 stone weigh of 
mastard. 


Ginger —yellow ochre one pound, true ginger four pounds, mix.

"Whole pepper—From flour called seconds, made half wet And rubbed between 
the hands, passed through a sieve, and dried in an oven, mixed with real pepper.

wrme it may then be dischurged and the bladder completely evacuated which wil remave 
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any mutter that may have got wiothe urethra. The glans pens and the prepuce should 
then be wiped erfect!; dry and the part afterwards washed with a lotion that ma, be «

Coughs—One of the most common coughs. to which dogs are liable, is that which’ 
-usvally accompanies the distemper, This is im general short and dry, producing an 
effort to bring up a fitde frothy mucus. This cough usua'ly ap paprs 
when a dog has just aitained his full growth, at some time bedween 4 and 123 
months ; when, therefore, young dogs cough much, is dull, sbivers, and wastes, 
though he may eat as usnal,it is exceecingly probable that he is breeding the dis- 
temper, and the mode of treatment should be accordingly : sometimes a young” 
full grown dog has a short occasional cough whieh may likewise produce pausea with 
the accompaniments of staring bair, disagreeable breath; this kind arises usually 
from worms. A cough arising from acommoncold may be distinguished from any 
other, = of its shortness and frequency, though resembling tie cough of the 
distemper. Ifeonsiderable bleeding wall be proper after which an emetic of one, 
two, or three, grains of emetic tartar (according to the size of the dose, ) may be 
given; if thisbe not convenient a tea spoonful to acieseyt spoonful of (inariate ef 
soda) common salt will answer the purpose, if productive of, 


Inflamed lungs-- Which are acco upanied bya quick, though laborions breathing, 
anda rapid, thovgh oppressed beating of the heart, the following powder, shouks 
be given : take a digitalis {2 grs, antim tartar 3 grs, potassae nitras 60 gra, mix, 
divide in chart 9 vel 12 eujus 1 omni hor secunda vel 3 tiis dandus.

The cnre of the asthma—Is attended with much uncertainty onless in the very 
early Stages when it has been long standing, though it may be palliated, it is seldous 
er ever completely cured. In some eases the irritation of the cough, with the ac- 
companying habi! emaciates and wears down the anal; in others thecongestiou 
within tbe chest stops inspiretion, aud kills by suffocation, A spasmodic aflection 
forms a third termination, in which case the obstruciion which the blood meets with, 
in its passage through the lungs aecemulation tvkes place im the bead, and 
and convulsive fils eusae which generally prove fatal , son etimes rapture ef tho 
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heart, and other large vessels occur, as confinement and over-feeding are very corm 
nion causes of this complaint ; itis very evident that an attention’ to these partion: 
culars wre essentially necessary to the cure. Itis anfortunate that the accumulation 
of iat in some dogs is so mnch a disease that ever a very small quantity of food 
Raut fatten: the food in these cases should be so niuch reduced ay to bring dewn 
the fat ; ees but not violent, exercise should be allowed, and an airy place te 
an | in: the absorption of accumtlated fat is materially assisted by regular par- 
gatives (wice or thrice a week. Bleeding now and then gives temporary relief, 
aud in the first stage when there is external inflammation, it is exeeedingly 
proper, acontinued course of emetics given at regular intervals aout twice a week, 
proves a most, eflicacious remedy ; im the intermediate days alteratives should be 
administered with the accasional use of purgatives. The following alterative is 
reconimended,

Take saech saturn 4 dr, aq rosae 6 ounces, when the 
inflammation is somewhat moderated, add vitriol alh 10 grs, to be used frequently, 
ihe dog being bled, and a seaton made in his neck, and a purgative given every 3d 
morning, should a bluishness be afterwards left over the eye, a powder like the 
following may be used .—Tk calomel G0 grains, sacch saturn 20 grs,a pinch to be 
sprinkled into the-eye twice a day. 

Sore feet, generally cured with washing them with a handful of salt mixed ina 
pint of vinegar, styptic tincture will also be proper and enable the dog to 
hant the next morning, alum water is also good. on acoount of its hardening the 
feet. Whenthe feet heeielt: sore from any diseased affection of the claws, am 
ointment composed of nitrated quicksilver and calamine cerate will be proper this is 
a peculiar disease in which one of the toes will appear highly inflamed, swollen, 
and somewhat alcerated around the claw, in such a casé the dog employs himself 
in licking the part which does more harm than good. This complaint is commoaly 
mistaken for some accidental injury, and the owner is surprised to find that neither 
the dogs’ licking, nor his own attempts to make the toe sonnd, succeed ; the fact 
is that this is simply a mangy affection, and may be cured by the mildest remedies 
proposed for that complaint, the foot must be sewed np in leather to prevent the 
dog getting at it, though care must be taken not to bind it up too tight, 

In cases of Poison the following emetic should be given, (Arsenic or mercurial 
poisons,) [x ipecac 32, hepar sulph D2, to be lacreunes or diminished accordingly 
if the vomiting has been very long and violent, give only the Liver of sulphur dis- 
solvd in boiling milk, and repeat it every hour or two, give some also as a clyster 
in milk, » When the stomach seeins a little appeased give laudanam anii castor oil, 
when injured by licking paint give an active purgative of calom. ina dose ftom 4 to 8 
grains, wiih a maderate proportion of aloes, and repeat it every six or eight hours 
till successful, then adminisier mild doses of castor oil, and feed very ligltly, any 
thing that will cause instantaneous vomiting may have the desired effect in every 
case. 

For distemper in dogs—Take turpeth mineral 5 grs, aloes 1 scrnple, gum assa- 
feetida 10 zrs, calomel 10 yrs, soap a suilicient. qnantity to make a ball, to be given 
every second night.

Oxalio acid seat dy a person who stiles uiuself Chemist, Dispenser of M-dicine, &c., 
(thoryh as much entitled to it as to that of a conjuror:) ihe persons spéeting from 
the excruciating torture he was suilering some mistake had happened, he sw allowed 
several draughts of wari salt and water to induce vo; niting, gc. ; by these means 
it may be said tohave saved hislife, though his ultimate recovery is yet peghlcs 

tical.

and precaution should be use by veaders to preven: suc’ mistakes 5 it bas beea 
suggested with great propriety that the Corover s: ould fiud a verdie of man- 
slaughter against such individuals, on the principie tha’ coach-iasters are beld 
responsible fer accidents wiich happen by the negligence of their servants, which is

ecriamly true as far as pecuniary recompence goes. Masters are civilly’ respon 
sible tor, their servants, but not eriminally: a verdict of manslaughter could mot be 
legally recoried against the act of the servant. The saggestion, however; well de 
serves attention; for the law unquestionably casts a responsibility upox every man, 
in the exercise of his lawful calling, to regard.the security of bis fellow subjects ; 
and there are not wauting, among the rec rds of. criminal Justice 2, Instances<ot per- 
sons having been found gnilty ‘o! manslauxhter for exercising their. rights ima 
manner desirnctive to the | lives of their feilow subjects. The law is laid down-ir 
a book of good authority in the following words :—‘“If aman be doitg a lawful

The 
selling of oxalic acid, of acid of sugar, is alaw ul act; and thereis ne law at present 
(but it is to be hoped an eaily interierence of the legislature will make one) that 
will prevent its being in: ‘iseriminately sold in its present resemblance, and also. to 
reculate the business of Chemists & Drug ists something after. ihe same manne¥ as 
the Apothecaries, (see the act passed July, 1Sh5,) also see abstract in Flindoll’s 
Western as, , March 16, 1819, many of whom are im business who have never 


been more than one or two years acquiring it, nor ever attended a aingle course of 


leotures on chemistry or the materia medica, or know any thing. ol. it more than 
by name, consequently they can be acquainted Ilttle or nothin x with the knowledge 
oi drugs &c. No cdeubt there have been thousands of fatal instances (which never 
came to light) from intrasting latin prescriptions in the hands of sueb persons whe 
have never received a regular or classical education. They generally mix and jom- 
ble up recipes without considering the consequences with drv gs of a very inferior 
quality to the great prejudice of the physician's reputatign, injary of the patieat’s 
health, or even fatal consequences are the result. The public should be cautioned 
then of the very great risk they run in trusting their prescriptions in ‘such bands, 
for from their j ignorance of latin, the mistaking the meanings of words, the fnost 
serious copsequences would follow. ©The public should also be caationed against 
purchasing drugs from such people; it being a point of great importance in sick tess 
and disease, to get genuine medicines. The selling of poisons for articles resemb- 
ling them in appearance, not unfrequently happens, through the ignorance, careless- 
ness, or hurry of snch persons; anu those who are acquainted with the nefarious 
practices of some whotesale deitcrel in drugs, who supply the retailers, (particdlarly 


In the country) will admit the jusiness of this remark wheo they meet with men who 


are not poe of their articles, that to such a disgragefal pitch in this trafic now 
carried, (tothose whom they can impose) that articles in powder are sold at one- 
third the price they are in substance: also imitations of drags, both in subtance and 
powder, are sold, which do net contain one single grain of the article ef which they 
bear the name ; therefore this fully avcounts for the low charges some unprincipled 
persons make, as drugs maybe bought at any price downwards; aud as the hfe of 
a patient may depend on the genuineness of an article, ‘tis a matier of great mmpor- 
tance, 1f drags are the gift of the Creator to eure the maladies of the afflicted, or 
to mitizate their anguish, which, in the opinion of most meu, does not admit of a 
doubt ; he who adulterates them for the sake of lucre, commits an offence, which, 
in the mind of every honest mao, is I:ttle short of that of murder, im as wnveh as the 
hife: of a patient depends on the due operation: ef the medicines he takes, Te 
would caution Apothecaries, whose shop basiness ‘is not unfreguenily conducted 
by the young men for be is so much oecupied in attending to his patients that he has 
little oy no time to devote te the compounding of medicines ; and in consequence of 
the cercless manner in which medicines are dispens:d in tlie iets of maay Apo- 
theearies, Druggists, Xe. the most serious accidents ocour ; also fron mistaking 
ihe, article in medigines : as they hear so many different Latin names, owing to the - 
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frequent cbanges ot themin tue London Pharmacopaeias, see Penn's Lea tipi tt 
just published, to be had of the author, which, at one view distingtishes the variots 
names euch n.edicinal article bears, und by referring do which will at once prevent 
the:possibility of a mistake. Lhope f sball uot be considered vain or ostentations 
in haZardiag an opinion tbat imngvations 1n any system should be resoried to with 
pecnijar cautiug, unless imperiously culled for by the exigencies of cotcurring eir- 
anmstsuces, particularly iu One 50 intimately connected with the saloty——-ray, the 
wery lives of the community ; for it is mueb to be dreaded that errors of (he ‘ost 
serious naire may result from the present change, especially anrong inex perience dd 

and giddy young men, to whom it is well known the bus ness of Gispensing medi- 
einesis very frequently committed even by practitioners of eminence, who, from ihe 
pressure ang multiplicity of their avocations, have uot the power even i they bad 
othe inelimation of affording time to superiniend i themselves. 


With a work, however, of this sort in their hands to refer to, mistakes, with the 


exercise of a common share of understanding, citenisan, and care, can scarcely 


“happen, for it contains every medicine in the Loudon, Edinburgh, and Dubsin 
Pliarmacopaeias, with their preseut and forme! naines opposed , tv each other, so 
‘that T ia induced to hope, as ap arrange weut of this kind has proved exceeding y 
“cobveuient end useful to myself ducing ‘the practice of a series of upwards of 22 


years, so my attempt to beueil oibers will nut be cousidered allogether, | irgust, 
unprofi: able or ansuccessful. 


No article ought to he sold or employed unless prepared by the proprictor in the 
eouiposition af “medicines befove it hus undergone an examination. Respecting 
weights : and measnyes, it may not be superfluous to observe that drugs are retaned 
_in the qauntities above a drdm by avoirdupoise or grocers weights, and from a 
drachm lower hy the troy or apothecaries weights. In ihe conpounditry of imed- 
_ eines the troy weight is, or at least should be always used. The aveirdopoise or 
grocers weights differ very much from the troy or apotheecries ; and i »conseg: ence 
of grocers dealing in drags, which ought to be evtirely done away with. Serious 
mistakes often occur in the quantity of the article : ihe grocers’ pound contains 16 
vusces, and the ounce 16 drachnis; the pound also varies, {or the grocers pound 
contains 7000 grains, and the apothecaries only 5760, hence ihe pound of the fat- 
iteris Jess than that of the forier by 1240 grains; but the apothecaries ounce On 
tle other hand is greater than the grocers, the formor coutaining 480 grains, andthe 
latter 437 and 4 giains ; the weasure of liquids also di flers materially ; (wespeeting 
drops, it is very fallaceous and ancertain, since to fill any measure it requires of* 
tinctures in general nearly twice as wany drops as of water,) the one being used 
for beer, the other for wine ; in wedicine the latter is employed. 

4 knowledge of Pharmacy and Chemistry, ef all the medical braaches, are im- 
_gvestionably tne most important. Lnstances daily ocear of young men endeavouring 
to establish themselves as dispensers of medicines, chemists, Ac., who have vever 
attended a single lecture on medicine, &e. or of any kind; who alse proicss to 
dispense Latin preseriplions, styling (hemselves dispensers of ‘ medieine unough they 
never learnt Latia, or do they know apy thing of it, or ever were thas a year or two 
with a country apothecary, with whow Pean ayer an instance uf one who never was en-~ 
trused from such eireumstances, (0 dispense a prescription, without the assistance 
of the waster with whom he lived, aad, iu consequence of the late apothecaries act, 
was usable when he went to London, a lew months after, to get a situation, as no 
one daring to employ Lim unless he hac Jearnt Latin, and also served a five years’ 
_ apprenticeship, neither of which he bad done; he then returned hume, and set ap 
basiness as a chemist, styling himself dispenser of medicine, chemist, &e — Surel) 
such persons oughtto be very guarded ia the distributing of articles that the yea 
be so little acquainted with, and of so dangerous an: ature and scarcely abie-to de- 

“fine the word ch¢niust, from such causes great eriors arise, and the irequent poi- 
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.sonings taking place, ought to deter people froin procuring medicinal artictes fromm 
sach persons, or from eny one unless they are fully confident that the persolis are 


masters of their business and are those in whom they can confide, there being no 


_law, at present, to interdict such inexperienced persons from selling poisonous or 


other drugs, even if they bave never been bredtoit, The present appearance of 
this chemical preparation, oxalic acid, which is iu itselfso fatal a poison, and se 
likely to be frequently mistaken for commonly used medicines, Epsow salts, ought 


to probibit its being sold in its asaal appearance and as itis noieriess. that many pers 


sons weekly come toa antimely death in cansequence of such mistakes ip medi- 
cine, a duty of an iniperious and indispensible nature attaches itself to every per- 
son who sells or distributes chemicals or drugs of a poisonous nature; &c. to apprize 


all those into whose hands it may be given of its fatal qualitv, and that by every 


practicable wode,—several precautions are suggested, “ Apothecaries, cliemists, 
druggists, dc. should keep their poisons in one particular part of their shop, or iz 
colored bottles, and that the word poison sieuld be written. on them ; ; another, that 
the po'soning sabstance, or fluid, should be coloured with some of the vegitabl’yel- 
Jow, such as turmeric, fustic, Xc. and called by the name of the yellow. ovatic acid 
or acid of sugar, and that labels be kept ready in every shop with the word pofson 
upon thei, toallix to every deleterious substance, and eVery preparation of dpium, 
antineby! mercury &cs; another, of enclosing the poison of dry substances in paper 
of a particular coler with figures of snakes or poisonous animals, to be called poison 
paper, and if liquid, to be put in bottles of a particular col-r and’ shape, having the 
word poison upon them, on the glass; or above all, I would recomfend that the Ep- 
sons salts should always be sold, notin a pulverised state, but in large bold crystals, 
either of their remedies ave easy of application, and their adoption would, no deubt, in 
a very great degree, diminish, if not wholly putan end to these fatal occurrences, oue 
as lameviable as was ever recorded, took place ia my neighbourbood a few years 
back, consisting of a young man, bis wife, and a child, who died in the short space 
of two hours, after taking a poison which was given them by mistake for another 
artiele ; my reason for troubling you at this. length is, that. having acted as ap apo- 
theeary and retailing chemist and druggist for Tpwands of 22 years, twelve of which 
in Sidmouth, and using the above precautions which are now strictly. attended to 
by me—not ike apiatiaad error in medicines of any kind ever took took piace in any 
dispensary ; , and by my continuance of, and future exactuess, L hope never will ;. no 
article of any kind ever goes outfrom my shop without being first seen by me, and 
a label affixed on it specifying its contents, and not unfrequently the dose ;. should 


such fatal occurrence ever take place (tis to be hoped not} near my residence in | 


future, — hope it will not be thought improper or presumptuous in me to state that 
T sbali enquire with much anxiety for the individual whe bas sold or distributed such 
a fatal preperation, and if Ido not fad the requisite precaution used I shall make it 
ry duty to stale, and shew that such: a case is hi ighly eriwinal and is manslanghier, 
if not wilfall murder; a charge may involve not only the servant who distrib ted, 
but also his master, fer there are oceasious in which the law says “‘respon- 
deat superior.’ Tbe poison of acid sugar seems to act so powerfully on. the 
human system; that a few minutes. HMOs, Ha the fate of the ‘satlerer, and I 
fear it is ont of the assistance of the healing art... The. semedy I should make 
use of, if I was called in immediately after the, poison had been swallowed, 
wonld be to administer copious draughts of chaik,, lime, calcined magnesia, mixed 
with water, by which means the acid would be neutralized and rendered inert. The 
follawing test to know if Epsom salts when sent. for, if.a little magnesia is addect 
to a solution of Epsom salts, (which will pot lessen its, effects) it will mix quietly, 
bat if it be oxatic acid or acid of sugar, it will ellervesce, thai is boil up making a 
hissing noise immediately oa being, stirred. 

T hope the above will convince the public, and enable them to detect ignorance, 
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and the mean subterfuges of inexperienced young men against old established ana 
@xperienced persons, though I at far from wishing to take from the men of ability 5 
yet] would always endeavour to be an obstacle 10 the others introducing their bane« 
fal practice. Physicians who direct their recipes to be sent to such persons cane 
not have the least regard either for his repute, or the recovery of theis patients,
